| med in'teſpect of Mariage. | 2 

Mariage is the lawfull contunction 
of the two maricd perſons; that 1s, 0 
one man, and one woman into one 
fleſh. So was the firſt inſtitution of ma- 
riage, Gen. 2. 21.. which is expounded 
by our Sauiour Chriſt, Matth. 19. 6. 
T herfore they are no more two, but one fleſh. 
And alſo by Paul, Epheſ. 5.31. For this 
cauſe ſhall a man leaue father and mother, 
and ſhall * cleaue onto his wife, (as wo 
boords are ioyned together with glue) 
and they which were two, ſhall be one fleſh. 
Wherefore this is an eternal law of ma- 
riage, that two, and notthree or four, 
{hall be one fleſh. And for this cauſe, 
the fathers, who had many wiues and 
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Concubines, it may be that through | 
cuſtome they linned of ignorance, yet 
they arent in any wiſe to be excuſed, 
Mariige ot it ſelfe is a thing indiffe- | 
| rent, ad the kingdome of Gud ſtands 
|no more init,then in meats and drinks; 
and yctit is aſtate in it ſelfe, farremore 
excellent, then the condition of fingle 
lite. For firſt, it was ordained by God 
in Paradiſe, aboue and before all other 
ſtatcs of life,in CAdamsinnocencie be. | 
fore the fall. Againe, it was inſtituted 
vpona moſt ſerious and folemne con- 
ſultation among the three perſons in|. 
the holy Trinitie. Genel, 1.26. Letvs 
make man in our imaze, according to our 
likeneſſe, and let them rule oner, &c. Gen. 
2.18. [ehouth Elohim ſaid, It's not good 
that the man ſhould be himelfe alone; Twill 
make him an helpe meete for him. Thirdly, 
the manner of this coniuntion was ex- 
cellent, for God ioyned our firſt pa- 
rents Adam and 'Ene together immedi 
atcly. Fourthly, God gaue a large blef: 
ſing vnto the eſtate of mariage, ſaying, 
Increaſe and multiplie and fill the earth. | 
Laſtly, marizge was made & appointed 
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by God himſclfe, to be the fountaine 
and ſeminaric of all other {orrs 8& kinds 
of life, in the Common-wealrh and] in 
the Church. 

Now if mankind had continieli} n 
that vprightnes and integritie which it 
had by creation, the ſtate of ſingle! life 
had been of no price and eſtimariong 
monegſt men, neither ſhould it haug 
had any place in the world, without} 
| great contempt of Gods otainance and 

bleſling. | 

Neuertheleſle, ſince the fall to ms 
men who haue the gift of continencie, 
it isin many reſpects farre better then 
mariage, yetnot ſimple, but only| by 
accident; i in regard of ſundrie calamt- 
ties which came into the world by fin, 
For, firſtit freeth a man from many and 
greaticares of houſhold affaires. Againe, 
it maketh him much more fit & diſpo- 
ſed to meditate of heauenly things, || 
without diſtraction of mind. Beſides 
|that, whendangers are either preſent, 

or imminent, in matters belonging to 
this life, the ſingle perſon is in this caſe

It was an exprefſle Jaw | 
of God, that if a man intiſed a maid that 
was not betrothed, and lay with her, hee | 
ſhould endow her, and take her to hs wife : | 
But how 2 markein what manner the 
holy Ghoſt procecdeth; 7f her father re- 
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uſe to giue her to him,he ſhall pay money ac. 
ate to the dowrie of virgins, Exoda 
16.17. Deut.22.28.29. In which text, | 
Moſes plainly teachcth, that the con- 
ſent of the two parties is not ſufficient, 
no not though they haue had ſocietie 
together, valeſſe they hauerhe free c6- 
ſent of their parents alſo. Inlike maner 
it was ordained by God, Numb. 30. 
|| 4-5-6. T hat if a woman vowed a vow vnid 
the Lord, bein in her fathers houſe, & ber 
father hearing it, holdeth hg peace concer- 
nin? her, thatis, approueth her vow by 
winking at it, her Tow ſhall ſtand, But i 
her father &«iſallow ber, that is, giuerh no 
approbation orconſent ynto the vow 
made, it (hal be of no value, and the Lord 
wil forgiue her becauſe her father conſented 
not. Now, if the vow of children made 
vnto God, and pertaining to his wor-| 
ſhip, cannot be ratified withoutthe px] 
rents approbation ; of how much leſle 
force ſhall any priuate contra or ma- 
riage be, without theirallowance? + 
The ſecond argument is taken from 
thelightof nature,and it is gatheredby 
proportion on this manner: A ſon pri 
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uilic alicnateth and ſelleth away his fa- 
thers lands, either in whole or in part. 
The queſtion is, whether this alienari- 
on be good in law, yeaorno? Anſivere | 
is, No. And why? Becauſe theland did 
not belong to the ſon, but was part of 
his fathers ſubſtance. In like manner, a 
ſon alienates himſelfe, and is betrothed | 
toa woman, to marric her without his | 
parents knowledge:Is this act of the ſon 


for the ſon in reſpeR of his body,is part 
of the fathers goods,and may not bea. 
lienated from him without conſent. A 
notable rcaſon hereof we find in Iob r. 
For when God had giuen Satan power 
to deſtroy and ſpoile all 19bs goods,and 
whatſocuer he had, the dinel] doth not 
only touch the wealth of 70b, but ns 
childrenal(o, as a part of his ſubſtance. 
In this reſpect the Iewes were permit- 
ted by God to ſell their children. Exo- 
dus 21.7. | 

Againe, for the accompliſhment of 
mariage, there muſt needs be a mutuall 
donation, bctweene theſpouſe and the 
eſpouſed. And what is that which 1s
